Those trees in your yard that pro¬ 
duce those inedible cherries, 
then litter your lawn? They 
might actually be edible — and 
someone wants to pick them for 
you. 

Fruit Share is into its second 
year in Winnipeg, and has grown 
from about 10 volunteers to a 
core of 75 volunteers, and count¬ 
ing. 

The idea behind Fruit Share 
comes from founder Getty Stew¬ 
art’s horror at seeing perfectly 
good fruit growing in people’s 
yards only to go to waste. 

“To see apples fall to the 
ground and rot, or rotting on the 
tree full of wasps ... it breaks my 
heart.” 

Modelling her group after sim¬ 
ilar groups in Toronto, Vancou¬ 
ver and other major Canadian 


centres, Stewart came up with 
Fruit Share. Volunteers will come 
to a person’s home and pick the 
fruit from their trees or bushes. 
One-third goes to the homeown¬ 
er, one-third goes to the volun¬ 
teer, and one-third goes to one 
of nine charities that accept 
homegrown fruit, including Win¬ 
nipeg Harvest, Siloam Mission 
and Agape Table. 

Stewart said she started the 
group just to concentrate on her 
home neighbourhood of South 
Osborne, but got phone calls 
from across the city. 

The group ended up sharing 
1,700 pounds of fruit with sev¬ 
eral charities, and their goal is 
to share 7,000 this year. 

“With the focus now on food 
security and sustainable food 
sources, there’s a renewed inter-

est,” said Stewart. “People used to 
share their fruit naturally, they 
didn’t need a group.”

Fruit Share will come and iden¬ 
tify it for you. They are also devel¬ 
oping a guide to backyard fruit 
that will be available in the fall.

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Winnipeg’s roads are 
jammed with hundreds of 
drivers who get behind the 
wheel without valid li¬ 
cences or insurance — and 
they tend to be the ones 
most at risk of getting into 
a crash, a top city traffic 
cop said yesterday. 

“Uninsured and unli¬ 
censed has always been a 
huge problem in the city,” 
said Winnipeg Police Serv¬ 


ice Sgt. Doug Safioles. 

“There’s hundreds and 
hundreds and hundreds of 
unlicensed and uninsured 
drivers,” he said, adding he 
didn’t have data at his fin¬ 
gertips to say exactly how 
many. 

Safioles said police con¬ 
sider unlicensed drivers to 
be a menace but there’s lit¬ 
tle that can be done to en¬ 
force licence scofflaws 


except to pull over cars or 
run plates. 

“In general, they tend to 
be the worst drivers,” he 
said, suggesting many un¬ 
licensed drivers lost the 
privilege because of crash¬ 
es or other mishaps and 
the penalties were just too 
steep to pay. 

Police said that between 
June 3-5, officers working 
in the RoadWatch pro¬ 


gram pulled over 219 vehi¬ 
cles. Five unlicensed driv¬ 
ers were found, and three 
vehicles were unregis¬ 
tered. 

Since RoadWatch took 
to the streets in April, 21 
suspected impaired drivers 
were charged, and 23 
more had their licences 
suspended for a day after 
failing a breathalyzer.

An email plea was sent 
from the Assembly of 
Manitoba Chiefs yester¬ 
day asking for volunteers 
to gather on Saturday at 
the Indian and Metis 
Friendship Centre be¬ 
tween 9 a.m. and 11 a.m. 

Flett, 51, was last spot¬ 
ted in Winnipeg’s down¬ 
town. She also goes by the 
name Mildred Nelson and 
is the ex-wife of Roseau 
River First Nation Chief 


Terry Nelson. 

That Flett has been 
missing for so long is 
“concerning,” police said 
at a press conference on 
May 30. But police 
spokesperson Const. Ja¬ 
son Michalyshen said 
there was nothing con¬ 
crete to suggest Flett was 
the victim of foul play. 

Flett is described as 
aboriginal, 179 centime¬ 
tres tall and weighing 63 
kilograms. She has brown 
eyes and medium, wavy, 
black hair that she may 
have cut short, police 
said. 

The group will meet to 
search and to show sup¬ 
port for Flett’s family, the 
email says.

Vancouver housing costs 
could plummet: Report 


A new report suggests sky- 
high housing prices in Van¬ 
couver could fall more than 
21 per cent if foreign invest¬ 
ment ebbs or interest rates 
climb. 

The report from BMO 
Economics says overpriced 
homes in some Canadian 
cities, along with elevated 
household debt, suggest the 
real estate market is vulner¬ 
able to a correction — espe¬ 


cially in Vancouver. 

It says past housing cor¬ 
rections saw Vancouver 
home values fall an average 
of 21 per cent. Prices are 
even higher today, averag¬ 
ing $815,000 in April, mak¬ 
ing the market even more 
susceptible. 

The report says housing 
costs in Vancouver now eat 
up 11.2 times of median 
family income. The Canadi¬ 


an average is 5.1 times me¬ 
dian family income — a his¬ 
torically high level as 
average Canadian home 
prices have more than dou¬ 
bled in the past 10 years. 

BMO says current prices 
suggest that even a modest 
increase in interest rates 
will slow the market in 
coming years. Some trig¬ 
gers that could set off a 
broader collapse include a 


rapid rise in interest rates, a 
sharp increase in unem¬ 
ployment or a slowing of 
foreign investment. 

High home prices in 
Toronto also mean the 
countiy’s biggest city is like¬ 
ly poised for softer prices in 
the near term, fuelled by a 
rising supply of condos that 
could soon outstrip de¬ 
mand, leaving a glut on the

In case you haven’t heard, there’s a 
strike going on at the post office. It’s a 
nice, polite, post-modern rotating strike

ably pay your bills on the 
Internet, get your pay via 
direct deposit and send 
emails to your relatives in 
Parry Sound, Ont. 

Even snail-mail 
Christmas cards are giving 
way to e-cards, which you 
can pick up on your laptop, 
iPad, PlayBoolc, 
smartphone, desktop, etc. 
Of course, you can’t mount 
them on the mantel, but in¬ 
terior decorators 
everywhere agree that’s a 
good thing. 

Snail mail has decreased by 17 per cent since 2006, 
says Canada Post, and, frankly, it’s surprising the drop 
isn’t greater. Must be all those vital fast-food coupons. 

So what is the union thinking? Why remind us that 
Canada Post employees, with no advanced educational 
requirements or experience, start at $24 per hour with 
three weeks’ holidays, retire with full pension at 55, and 
can bank sick days (what’s a sick day?), for being the 
workplace equivalent of the appendix? 

The siclc-day banking thing is particularly interesting. 
You could argue that sick days are a humane 
mechanism, but why should you get to keep them when 
you’re not sick? And turn them in for cash? At taxpayer 
expense? 

The sad truth is, if Canada Post had an appendectomy 
tomorrow, no one, except for those 50,000 people with 
nice jobs, would really suffer. It might take a couple of 
weeks to learn how to send money by email, pay Canada 
Revenue online, and transfer your holiday greetings to 
Faceboolc, but there is nothing that posties do that can’t 
be duplicated online or by private companies. 

Apparently, postal Armageddon is not arriving fast 
enough for the union, so as it teeters on the brink of ir¬ 
relevance, it has decided to go on strike, finish itself off, 
and leave no forwarding address. 

Return to sender. Just sayin’.

ROME. Global food prices 
fell slightly in May, but 
they will remain “at 
stubbornly high levels” 
for months to come, a 
UN agency said 
yesterday. 

The Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization said 
high and volatile prices 
can be expected the rest 
of this year and into 
2012, citing a decline in 
food stockpiles and 
modest production 
increases for most of the 
crops. 

Food prices dropped 
one per cent in May 
compared to the previ¬ 
ous month, but remain 
37 per cent above May 
2010, according to a 
price index released by 
the agency. It said lower 
cereal and sugar prices 
led to the decrease in 
the May index, 
offsetting increases in 
meat and dairy prices. 

The index hit an all- 
time high in February, 
raising fears of a repeat 
of the food crisis of 
2007-08, when high 
prices led to violence 
and political tensions in 
many parts of the world. 
Prices in March 
decreased, though 
experts warn they 
remain far too high for 
many poor 
communities.

Nothing is more frus¬ 
trating than putting in 
long hours and good ideas, 
and your employer refuses 
to see you as a long-term 
member of the team. 

I understand that in¬ 
terns cannot always be 
long-term employees. 
However, employers 
should recognize that 
every new hire has the po¬ 
tential for long-term em¬ 
ployment if they prove 
they’re valuable. 

Students and recent 
grads have a different view 
of the world and bring 
completely different ideas 
to the table. Allow them 
to be a part of your team, 
and you’ll surely benefit. 

My recommendation for 


a similar situation is to 
gain the most experience 
out of the job, no matter 
the work environment. 

Summer internships are 
short, but you will always 
be able to leverage the ex¬ 
perience you gained for 
permanent jobs in the fu¬ 
ture.

Employers 
are becoming 
increasingly 
adept at cov¬ 
ering their 
bases when 
dismissing 
employees. Many have 
learned from past errors 
that resulted in generous 
severance packages and 
now they are motivated 
to pay little, if any, sever¬ 
ance at all. Here are 
some signs that you are 
about to be fired that I 
have gleaned from my 
clients in the workplace 
trenches: 

• Your performance is 
suddenly scrutinized. Al¬ 
though your employer 
need not build a case for 
incompetence to dismiss 
you, many try to do it 
anyway. Their arguments 
may ultimately fail but, 
by making them, you be¬ 
come more inclined to 
settle for less. 

• Having turned on you 
already, your employer’s 
constructive feedback be¬ 
comes scarce. Once the 
decision to fire you has 
been made, employers 
have less incentive to cor¬ 
rect deficiencies in your 
work and, in some cases, 
more of an incentive to 
reveal them.

Tiger Woods pulled out of 
the U.S. Open yesterday be¬ 
cause of lingering issues 
with his left leg, leaving 
him uncertain how soon he 
can resume his pursuit of 
Jack Nicklaus’s record for 
major titles. 

It will be the first time 
Woods has missed the U.S. 
Open since 1994, when he 
had just graduated high 
school. 

“I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that I won’t be 
playing in the U.S. Open, 
but it’s time for me to listen 
to my doctors and focus on 
the fiiture,” Woods said on 
his website. “I was hopeful 
that I could play, but if I did, 
I risk further damage to my 
left leg. My knee and 
Achilles tendon are not ful¬ 
ly healed.” 

Woods said he hoped to 
be ready for the AT&T Na¬ 
tional, which starts June 30 
at Aronomink, and the next 
two majors. Then again, he 
said two weeks ago he 
would do everything possi¬ 
ble to be ready for the U.S. 
Open, which is far more sig¬ 
nificant. 

“We’re veiy disappoint¬ 
ed that he won’t be playing 
in the National Open,” US- 
GA executive director Mike 
Davis said, whom Woods 
called yesterday morning. 
“He certainly brings excite¬ 
ment to the event. He’ll be 
missed, but the U.S. Open 
will go on. The event is big-

The person familiar 
with the deal said the 
Harris-led group was not 
the only bidder but is 
now the lead bidder, 
adding the deal has been 
in the works for several 
months. 

ESPN.com, citing 
unidentified sources, 
first reported the Sixers 
were close to being sold 
to Harris. The site noted 
another investor includ¬ 
ed in the deal is former 
NBA player agent and 
Sacramento Kings execu¬ 
tive Jason Levien. 

The deal would need 
to be approved by the 
league’s board of gover¬ 
nors.

He guided the Chicago 
Wolves to a pair of Turner 
Cup titles in the Interna¬ 
tional Hockey League as 
well as two Calder Cup 
championships 
(American Hockey 
League) before joining the 
Chicago Blaclchawlcs front 
office. 

He was part of the 
Chicago club that 
captured last year’s Stan¬ 
ley Cup. 

Cheveldayoff was a de¬ 
fenceman selected in the 
first round, 16th overall, 
by the New York Islanders 
in the 1988 NHL entry 
draft. 

He began his career 
with the AHL’s Capital 
District Islanders, serving 
as an assistant captain 
1991-’93. 

He had a similar role 
with the Salt Lake Golden 
Eagles in 1993-’94, earn¬ 
ing the team’s Unsung 
Hero Award.

What Owners Dislike 
Common complaints of the 
Odyssey include higher- 
than-expected wind and 
road noise at speed, some 
low-budget interior trim 
and small arm rests for 
front-seat passengers. Some 
owners report a low front 
end, which could get 
crunched on curbs and 
steep driveways. 


Common Issues 

Start a test-drive with a full 
check of the power sliding 
doors (if equipped) and tail¬ 
gate for proper operation. 
Power sliding doors should 
open fully and smoothly, 
and the tailgate should re¬ 
main open without any 
help. If that’s not the case, 
the gas struts could be in 
need of replacement. 

Note that power sliding 
doors in virtually all mini- 
vans will eventually fail and 
require expensive repair. 


Skip them if possible. 

Kill the radio and drive 
the Odyssey gently up to 
highway speeds, noting any 
hesitation or “shuddering” 
from the transmission in 
the process. 

Many owners have no¬ 
ticed some form of vibra¬ 
tion or “stuttering” from 
the transmission, and some 
have had torque converters 
or transmission mounts re¬ 
placed as a fix. 

If the transmission in the 
Odyssey you’re considering 


makes any unwelcomed 
noises or vibrations, be sure 
to have it looked at by a 
Honda-trained mechanic. 

Ensure the Odyssey’s 
steering operates smoothly, 
easily and without any un¬ 
welcomed vibration or 
“pulling.” Numerous own¬ 
ers have reported steering- 
related issues that could be 
caused by a failing or faulty 
power-steering pump. 

The Verdict 

Common last-generation 
Odyssey issues are well-doc¬ 
umented and should be 
easy to detect and repair for 
any Honda mechanic. 

Most shoppers agree that 
Odyssey’s comfort levels, 
high-resale values and rela¬ 
tive fuel efficiency should 
outweigh the potential 
issues.
